In what is now to be submitted, in the way 
of annual report, your committee will observe 
the method which they nave heretofore adopted: 
passing in review, first our establishments a- 
broad in their order, and then our operations 
and objects of attention at home. 


Bombay—At our last anniversary the Rev. 
John Nichols, and the Rev. Allen Graves, who, 
together with others, had then recently been 
set apart by solemn consecration, and received 
the right band of fellowship that they should go 
unto the heathen, were mentioned as being 
«> destined fur India, to strengthen our stations 
there,” and soon to take their departure. Ar- 
rangements were accordingly made for the pur- 
pose with all convenient despatch ; and on the 
bth of October, they with their wives, and Miss 
‘Philomela Thurston, who, with the express ap- 
probation of your committee, was sacredly affi- 





‘anced to the Rev. Mr. Newell, embarked at 
Charlestown, on board the ship Saco, or Bom- 
bay. During the scenes of preparation and 
departure—in their various conversations and 
attentions, in receiving the instructions, coun- 

cils and exhortations of the committee ; and in 

itaking final leave of their country aod friends, 
they severally manifested a spirit of love and 
of a sound mind,—ofenlightened self renuncia- 

‘tion, devotion to Christ, confidence in his all. 

sufficiency, and desire to make known bis sai- 

vation among the heathen, which gave a highly 
satisfactory promise of fidelity and usefulness. 

‘And with many prayers and tears they were 
affectionately and fervently commended to God, 
and to the word of his grace. 

| It is the pleasurable office of gratitude to re- 

cord, that the Hon. William Gray, in a very 

obliging manner, declined receiving any remu- 
neration fur the excellent accommodations, 
and abundant supply of substantial provisions, 
afforded to the Missionaries for their passage 

‘in his ship. And in furnishing them wit va- 
rious articles for their convenience, health, aad 
comfort, benevolent individuals in Charlestown 
and Boston, shewed a liberality and love to the 

cause very gratifying to be remembered, 

Wafted, for the most part. by favorable 
winds, and under the guardian care of him, 
who rules the raging sea, the Saco arrived at 
Bombay on the 23d of February. Excepting 
Mrs. Nichols, whose sufferings from sea sick- 
ness appear to have been unusual in degree, and 

still more so in duration, the Missionaries, 
twhile crossing the wide waters, enjoved a good 
toeasure of health. And united im fervent af- 
fection,—favored at the proper seasons with 
the privileges of prayer and preaching.—-and 
engaged daily in studies and exercises, accord- 
ing to rules early adopted. for the improvement 
of their own minds and hearts, and for the be- 
|nefit of the mariners,—they passed the greater 
part.of their time on board not unpleasautly, 
and it is hoped, not unprofitably. 

By. the brethren and sisters at Bombay they 
were welcomed, with affectionate tenderness 
and grateful joy. 

In «a joint communication of March 28, 
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sicasrs. Nichols and Gravesexpresstheir grate- 
| sense of their obligations to divine goodness 


in the following terms: «© While reviewing 
the catalogue of mercies we have experienced, 
‘ince we left our native land, we are constrain- 
xd to make a renewed consecration of ourselves 
to our covenant God; we are bound to take 
the cup of salvation and call upon his name. 
Whether we remember the kindness of our 
clvistian friends in America; the unremitting 
assiduity of the Prudential Committee in pro- 
viding tor our comfort while on the ocean; the 
measure of health which most of our number 
nave enjoyed; or our favourable reception at 
this place; we have equal occasion for grati- 
tude and praise. Were the inquiry to be made, 
‘Lacked ye any thing ?”—we would reply— 
‘‘ Nothing.” 

In tlre instructions given them by your coin- 
mittee, Mr. Nichols was directed to settle at 
Bombay, provided the door should be epencd 
tohim there ; and Mr. Graves to proceed thence 
» Ceylon; unless, in the concurrent judgment 
{ the brethren at Bombay, « particular cir 
cumstances should render it expedient for hin 
to abide with them.” As soon as convenient 
after (heir arrival, the question oftheir location 
was deliberately considered ; and it was deter- 
mined with entire unanimity, and upon grounds 
vatisfactory to your committce, that it was ex- 
vedient for both of them to remain in connex- 

ni with the nsission at Bombay: one of them 
(o occupy a station at Mahim, on the southern 
part of the island of Bombay, and the other at 
Panna, on the island of Salsette. 

With the same unanimity the station at Ma-' 
iim was assigned to Mr. Graves; and from 
that place under date of March 27th, Mr. 
craves writes: “ Our separation would not be 
so far that we could not occasionally consult 
and assist each other. Tiey had already two 
schools at Mahim, and two or three in its vi- 
cinity, so distant thatit was tedious to superin- 
tend them; and they judged it as easy for me 
to attain the language here as in Bombay, ha- 
ving Intercourse only with natives. According- 
ly, inyself and wife removed to this place on 
the 7th instant. We are about six miles from 
‘lie brethren; and seven or cight frain the forty 
it Bombay; and, owing to the difficulty and 
expense of any mode of conveyance, and the 
danger of walking so far in this climate, nei! 
ther of us can frequently meet with the breth-| 
ren in their religious exercises ; so that we 
spend most of our Sabbaths with ourselves 
alone, attending religious exercises at the usual | 
time. We are trnly happy in our condition. | 
The place contains nineteen thousand souls; the | 
tinmediate vicinity is also populous ; and it is! 
but about halfa mile across tu a thick popula-| 
tion on Salsette. You see then, dear sir, that! 
we need nothing but faithfulness and the divine | 
blessing to make us useful. For these we trust, 
our christian friends will ever pray in our be. 
half.—Mrs. Graves is attempting to instruct in 
English a number of Portuguese and Hindvo 
boys in our Verandah ” 


On the 14th of March, Mr. Nichols visited 
Tanna, in company with Mr. Newell ; and was 
courteously received by the magistrate, Mr. 
Babington, who remarked to him, that « there 
was on the island a very wide field for useful- 
ness.’ ‘The island of Salsette, formerly sepa- 
rated from the northern part of the island of 
Bombay by a narrow strait, but now connect- 
ed with it by a causeway, contains a population 
of about sixty thousan’,—Hindoes, Parsees, 
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a deplorable abject and wretched condition. 
‘anna is the chief town; is distant from the 
mission house at Bombay about 25 miles ; and 
commands the passage, (about a furlong bread.) 
from the island to the neighboring continent, 
where the principal language both of Bombay 
and Salsette iscommon to a population of about! 
nine millions. Mr. Nichols appears to have 
been pleased with the place, as a missionary 
station; and calculated on fixing fis residence 
there, after spending a few months in stadying 
the language with the brethren at Bombay. 

In the course of the jast autumn Mr. and Mrs. 
Bardwell were visited with beavy afliiction ; 
first in the death of their infant son, and then, 
about two months afterwards, in the severe and 
very dangerous sickness of Mr. Bardwell hin- 
self. But the Lord was gracious ; and the life 
of his greatly beloved servant was precious in 
his sight. Blessed be his holy name- 

Besides these painful domestic visitationsys 
from the 20th of May, 1847, the latest date re- 
ported at our last anniversary, to the 6th of 
April of the present year, the latest date tu be 
reported at this time, the mission sustained no 
special adversity 3 bat was constantly advan- 
cing in its operations, with encouraging pros- 
perity. Of the system of its operations, the 
principal parts are preaching, printing, an: 
dispersing portions of the scriptures and other 
books and tracts, and the instructiou of chil- 
dren in sc wols. 

'Pheir manner of preaching was reported the 
last year with considerable particularity. bi. 
continues much the same. Itis not to congre | 
gations, regularly convened for the purpose at; 
set times and place: but «* Wisdom crieth with-| 
out; she attereth ber voice inthe streets. She} 
crieth in the chief place of concourse 3 in the) 
openings of the gates: by the way, im the pia-| 
ces of the paths; atthe coming in at the doors; 
in the city she uttereth ler words. Every day 
our indefatigable missionaries are engaged in. 
this, which they justly consider as the first and 
highest part of their work 5 addressing them- 
selves, ag they find opportanity, to individuals, | 
to families, to assemblies, small and large, on, 
various occasions, and at different places—es. | 
pecially on sacred occasions and at the tem- 
pies of dumb idols; calling upon the deluded 
Votaries to turn frem these vanities unto the

Several English Missionaries who lately arrived 
at Cape Town, Cape of Good Hope, soon after 
their arrival paid a visit to the Moravian 
Missionary Station at Gruenekloof, about 40 
miles distant. The foilowing account of thetr

We were kindiy welcomed, and hospitably 
entertained. Though we were fourtecn innum 
ber, besides five servants, and the brethren 
were apprised of our coming but avout an bour 
before our arrival, they did not seem at all dis- 
turbed about providing either food or beds. 


We were soon called to a plain, but well 
spread table, at their usual supper hour.— Be-

At six o’clock. we rose, and found coffee pre- 
pared, before which an appropriate hymn wag 
sunz 3 and, in conclusion, the text for he day, 
issued for the use of the brethren’s churches 
throughout the world, was read, with alew re- 
marks; and another hymn was sung. "The 
textfor the day of our visit was, Blessed are 
the peace-mukers, for they shali be called the chil- 
dren of God. 

At cight o’clock breakfast was ready 3 after 
which we went round among the people. Phe 
government has assigned to tie bretheen about 
60090 acres of Jand: part of ¢his they piough 
amt sow with corn, and partis grazed. No 
persons are allowed toerect a dwelling on this 
land without their permission 5; and they ad- 
mit none but such as cngage to Jead regular 
lives. There are at present, about 350 settied 
here : of tiese, 92 cave been baptized, 23 are 
candidates for baptism, and 69 are communi- 
eants. We visited many of then: attbeir hous. 
es, which are chiefly built of mud and reeds: 
there are some respectable brick houses, the 
owners of which have saved money by their ine 
dustry. We were delightid with their humble 
simplicity. One woman, when she was told 
that six of us were going to India, to instruct 
the hcathen, said, **now Lain sure that Ged 
loves ali mankind, because he is sending these 
persons to teach them.” 


‘Che brethren have a service at the church 
every evening 5; either for preaching, reading 


tlre scriptures, or reading an exposition of 


christian doctrine, They visit every cottage 
once a quarter, and address each of the settlers. 
Phe candidates for baptism, ag well as the bap- 
tized, are addressed every week. 


Mr. Leituer. one of the missionares, is mar. 
ried to an English woman; which was a great 
comfort, particuiarly to our females. The 
brethren correspond exactly to the idea which 
their publications would lead a reader to form 
of them—ptain people, of goud understanding, 
scund in faith, and well experienced in the 
knowledge of men’s hearts. Their residence

Some time ago the trustees of this institution 
elected to the presidency, Mr. Holley, of Mas. 
sachusetts, on good grounds believed to be a 
Socinian. Whether he will own that name or 
not is not very material to the point in hand he 
is reputed to be an antt Trinitarian. That is 
enough. He departs from the true christian 
doctrine in regard to God, our saviour. He 
has accepted the presidency. ‘The good peo- 
ple of the west were from the beginning suspi- 
cious of him and of the design in bringing him 
to thatcountry. ‘heir apprehensions are now 
confirmed. ‘The trustees have made it a part 
of his duty to communicate religious instruc-

To the Chairman of the Board of Trustees of 
Transylvania University. 

Sir—In theverbal communications which I 
have already made to the board, they have been 
informed distinctly, that I cannot consent to 
hold a professorship under the regulations con- 
templated for the management of the institution, 

The single consideration, that the recitatons 
are to Commence at a very early hour, must 
enforce my resignation, unless such a compen. 
sation Were given as would justify the removal 
ofmy family to town. ‘he board have said, 
they cannot give it. 

But sir, did the board possess both the pow- 
er and the disposition to give that compensa. 
tior.; yet in the scheme presented by thet, 
there are other measures contemplated, which, 
if adopted, would at once puta period to my 
services in the University. 

It is, among other things, contemplated that 
the Rey. President shall devote a portion of his 
efforts to the religious instruction of the stu- 
dents, &c¢. 

itis but fair to presume, that Mr. Holly wii. 
inculcate such views and principles, as he is in 
the habit of considering Consonant with truth ;

They, of course, expect me to consider tae 
as the basis ofthat decision—on this ground 
an answ:t is given af once. I hereby tende: 
my resignation. The present session will con- 
sequently close my labors as a professor of the 
Transylvania University —accept sir, assuran- 
ces of my respect for yourself, and for the 
gentlemen individually composing the board 
over which you preside.
